GULF, COLORADO & SANTA FE.—Both 
houses of the Texas Legislature have passed, 
over the veto of the Governor, the bill auth- 
orizing the consolidation with the Gulf, 
Colorado & Santa Fe, by purchase or lease, 
of the Texas & Gulf, operating 70 miles of 
road, from Longview, Tex., southeasterly to 
Waterman. The original bill also authorized 
the consolidation with the first-named com- 
pany of the Gulf & Interstate, Gulf, Beau- 
mont & Kansas City and Gulf, Beaumont & 
Great Northern railways—already controlled 
by the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe through 
stock ownership—which together form a line 
211 miles long from Bolivar Point, opposite 
Galveston, to Center, from which latter point 
the construction of 14 miles would connect 
with the Texas & Gulf; but the bill as passed 
covers only the Texas & Gulf. The purchase 
of the Gulf, Beaumont & Great Northern and 
the Gulf, Beaumont & Kansas City companies 
by the Gulf, Colorado & Santa Fe, however, 
had been sanctioned previously. The act now 
passed authorizes the Gulf Company to pur- 
chase or lease, or purchase the capital stock 
of the Texas & Gulf and guarantee the bonds 
of the Texas & Gulf hereafter issued. It is 
provided that the present mortgage indebted- 
ness of the Gulf Company shall not be a lien 
on the Texas & Gulf and the mortgage in- 
debtedness of neither company shall be in- 
creased without approval of the railroad com- 
mission. The act requires the construction 
within three years of the line from Long- 
view to Red River, and connection of the 
Texas & Gulf with the Gulf, Reaumont & 
Great Northern, already owned by the Gulf 
Company. The Governor’s veto message de- 
nounced the control by the Atchison, Topeka 
& Santa Fe of the Gulf, Colorado & Santa Fe 
and other roads in Texas as gross violation 
and bold defiance of the constitution of Texas, 
and declared that the proposed consolidation, 
connection and extension of the roads named 
would form a line from Paris to Galveston 
parallel to the existing route of the Gulf, 
Colorado & Santa Fe—although the first 
would run through the extreme eastern part 
of Texas, while the present route swings 
some 200 miles to the west and is consider- 
ably longer than the new route suggested. 
The consolidation bill had been passed in re- 
sponse to petitions from the people of east- 
ern Texas, who desired the connection of 
the separate roads into one. The Senate 
passed the bill over the Governor's veto by 
vote of 21 to 10—one more than the necessary 
two-thirds—and the final vote in the House 
gave it 88 out of 127, or three more than the 
requisite two-thirds. A previous ballot in 
the House had sustained the veto by the bare 
margin of one-third of a vote, but the action 
was reconsidered upon motion of a member 
who changed his vote on the ground that 
while he was opposed to railway mergers, 
this consolidation was demanded by the needs 
of 60,000 people of eastern Texas.

RECONSTRUCTION OF KINGSTON, JA-

which aims at a uniform class of recon- 
structed buildings to more readily stand the 
violence of nature or fire, and it would ap- 
pear that steel with reinforced concrete will 
play an important part in this reconstruction 
of the principal business houses and banks, 
so that the present would, in my opinion, 
be an opportune time for American steel, 
fron and cement manufacturers who make a 
specialty of such work to do some prelim- 
inary work in exploiting the situation. The 
citizens having appealed to the British Gov- 
ernment for an imperial loan of some $5,- 
250090 to be used for reconstruction pur- 
poses, I take it that if it is granted very 
stringent provisions will be made in its ap- 
plication, so as to insure buildings being 
erected as earthquake and fire proof as pos- 
sible so as to safeguard the loan or grant: 
hence it is obvious that these buildings will 
be constructed principally of steel and rein- 
forced conerete, and thus American manu- 
facturers. from their proximity to this island, 
should, in the matter of freight and passage 
of skilled workmen, etc., have a very mate- 
rial advantage over European competitors. 
There will also be an abnormal demand for 
builders’ hardware, cement, lumber, struc- 
tural iron or steel, ete., for th® next three 
years or more, and it will pay the American 
producer to study the field. The demand will 
be especially strong for structural steel and 
vorrugtted iron. More of the latter will 
be used now than ever, not only for roofing, 
but for sheeting or siding for buildings.”’
